Feed grain ac- 
reage shot up 25% to meet live stock 
and dairy products SH boey That 
means our producers have work 
harder and be ingenious. nie: depart- 
ment of labour statistics show a net 
decrease in male farm workers during 
the period March 1939 to March 1943 
of 350,000. At the latter date male 
family help only averaged 121 workers 
per 100 farms. 

Pay increases recently announced, 
tie up with the strong campaign radiat 
ing from Ottawa all over Canada to in- 
duce more women to take their places 
in the services and release men for act 
tive duties.There are some $1,775 wo- 
men now enlisted, but they say they 
need 65,000 more. In other fields wo- 
men are needed. High priority plants 
will be surveyed to increase employ: 
ment of women; even looking for an in 
crease in half-day work by house- 
wives. 

As the strain on our manpower in- 
creases, a shortage of air-crew is also 
noted by the Royal Canadian Air Force 
accentuated by the steady aerial pound 
ing given Germany. A potential and 
growing pool, of course, organized in 
most centres of Canada is the Air 
Cadet League, with some 22,000 lads 
from 15 to 18 enthusiastically girding 
themselves fo play their part some day 
Organized in 1941, already over 1,455 
of these lads have joined the R. C. A. 
F. But the immediate need for air- 
crew is urgent. 

One of the lady officals in the Con- 
sumer section, talking about the con- 
servation program says it really had 
its origin in the back concessions. 
Here Canadian women have always 
made over their clothing or cut it 
down for the children. Now that con- 
servation has become a national nec- 
essity, due to demands of the armed 
forces on the country’s textile supplies 
many of the ideas of these early ex- 
perimenters in makover are coming in 
and contributing to the success of the 
program. She says that under the 
leadership of older women, the young 
fry are also taking to the idea of make- 
over. Many communities which do 
not already have Remake Centres are 
planning to open these schools for 
sewing instruction in the autumn. 
Will all this affect our national home 
economy after the war? That’s an in- 
teresting point.

This fall and winter, the fariaers 
of Western Canada will have to 
store a large proportion of Canada’s 
grain stocks. The greatest dangers 
to farm stored grain are moisture 
and insects. Uniformly dry grain 
is not subject to insect damage or 
spoilage. 

If trouble begins, however, the 
farmer’s position is difficult because 
he rarely has accommodation or 
equipment for turning or_ cleaning 
large amounts of grain. Note the 
following precautions: > 
1. Repair leaky roofs to exclude 

rain and snow. 

. If possible have wooden floor 
with air space underneath.

Prevent Fires and Save the Forests— 

The month of August is probably the 
worst month of the year from the 
standpoint of forest fire losses in Can- 
ada. Although slightly less than 24% 
of the fires occur in this month, they | 
are usually very destructive to our 
valuable coniferous forests. When the 
weather is dry and the temperature | 
high these forests become highly in-; 
flammable. Once a fire is started it| 
may spread rapidly, both on the sur: | 
face and in the tree crowns, destroy- 
ing much valuable timber and wildlife. | 

The average annual loss from forest | 
fires in Canada is about five million | 
dollars. 


| 


This estimate, of course, does | 
not cover all losses by any means.) 
For instance it is well nigh impossible 
to estimate in dollars and cents the 
loss in soil fertility resulting from the 
more destructive fires, the loss in scen 
ic value to the countryside and the 
national parks, the loss from fluctua- 
tions in stream flow, from floods and 
soil erosion, and the smoke interfer- 
ence with flying operations.

done per fire. Increasingly prompt 
and efficient action on the part of 
fire-fighters has brought fires under 
control more rapidly, with the result 
that the size of the average fire today 
is less than half of what it was in 1918. 

This increased efficiency has been 
brought about by improved organiza- 
tion of protective staffs, improved fac- 
ilities for @etecting fires while they 
are still small, improvea transporta- 
tion facilities for getting men to the 
fires ,and greatly improved fire fight- 
ing equipment and methods. 

When we remember that 83% of all 
forest fires are attributed to human 
agencies we are bound to regard most 
of them as theoretically preventable. ° 
Neglected camp fires are responsible 
for starting about 19 per cent of the 
fires, settlers clearing fires escaping | 
from control 17%, and careless smok- 
ers 16%. An additional 7% are start- 
ed by incendiaries - people who wil- 
fully set fire to the forest for reasons 
best known to themselves. Only 17% 


of forest fires are attributed to lightn- 
ing. While nothing can be done to 


of the forest by the public, the improv- 
ing efficiency of the fire-fighting fore- 


prevent such fires from starting prom- 
pt detection and immediate action can 
do much to decrease the annual loss 
which they occasion. 

If fire prevention - which depends 
largely upon the co-operation of the 
public - had shown the same progress 
during the past quarter of a century as 
the suppression of fires once started, 
we could have expected a decrease of | 
at least 50% in the number of man- 
caused fires, instead of an increase 
which has actually been the case. 

Some day the people of this country 
will become more ofrest conscious and 
will begin to recognize the forest as 
an essential part of their nation life. 
They will realize too that most of the 
forest fires which cause such annual 
devastation are easily preventable. 
How? By the excercise of a little care 
and common sense. Forest fires in 
Canada will be reduced to a minimum 
only when our people have learned to 
look upon the safety of forest proper- 
ty in the same light as they regard 

\ their own property and public build. 
ings. After all nine-tenths of the 
forest area in Canada belongs to the 
people. No amount of scientific plan- 
ning to improve the efficiency of fire- 
fighters can do much more than de
